COUNCIL FOR USE BY SECRETARIES SHULTZ/DENT, AND MESSRS.

2. SHULTZ/DENT PRESS RELEASE "MOSCOW, USSR-THE 
SECRETARIES OF TREASURY AND COMMERCE, GEORGE P. SHULTZ 

AND FREDERICK B. DENT FORMALLY ANNOUNCED THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF THE JOINT US-USSR TRADE AND ECONOMIC COUNCIL AND 
THE NAMES OF ITS MEMBERS TODAY. 

THE NEWLY CREATED PRIVATE ORGANIZATION COMPRISED OF BOTH 
SOVIET AND AMERICAN BUSINESS AND COMMERCIAL LEADERS IS A 
RESULT OF THE JUNE WASHINGTON SUMMIT TALKS. DURING THE 
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SUMMIT MEETINGS A PROTOCOL WAS ISSUED DESCRIBING PROCEDURES 
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FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A PRIVATE ORGANIZATION AIMED AT 
DEVELOPING TRADE AND ECONOMIC RELATIONS BETWEEN US BUSINESS 
AND THE SOVIET UNION. IT IS EXPECTED THAT THE COUNCIL WILL

OF TRADE BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES.

NEWLY FORMED JOINT US-USSR TRADE AND ECONOMIC COUNCIL 
ANNOUNCED ITS BOARD OF DIRECTORS TODAY. 

DONALD M. KENDALL, CHAIRMAN OF PEPSICO AND COUNCIL CHAIRMAN 
OF THE US MEMBERSHIP SAID "THE LEADERS FROM AMERICA'S PRIVATE 
SECTOR IN UNION WITH SOVIET BUSINESSMEN CAN GREATLY ASSIST 
IN THE DEVELOPMENT OF MUTUALLY BENEFICIAL TRADE BETWEEN THE 
TWO COUNTRIES THROUGH A PRIVATE ORGANIZATION SUCH AS THE 
COUNCIL". 

THE COUNCIL WAS FORMED AS A RESULT OF THE WASHINGTON SUMMIT 
MEETINGS IN JUNE OF THIS YEAR FOLLOWING A PROTOCOL ISSUED 
BY US SECTETARY OF TREASURY GEORGE P. SHULTZ AND SOVIET 
MINISTER OF FOREIGN TRADE NIKOLAI S. PATOLICHEV. 

THE PRIVATE ORGANIZATION WILL SERVE TO DEVELOP TRADE 
BETWEEN THE US AND THE USSR BY PROVIDING SERVICES TO 
THE BUSINESS AND COMMERCIAL COMMUNITY IN BOTH COUNTRIES. 

OFFICES WILL SOON BE OPEN IN NEW YORK CITY AND MOSCOW 
WHICH WILL PROVIDE INFORMATION ON ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENTS IN 
BOTH COUNTRIES; DISSEMINATE INFORMATION ON MARKET POTENTIAL 
AND BUSINESS OPPORTUNITIES; AND ASSIST MEMBER FIRMS WISHING 
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TO DO BUSINESS IN THE SOVIET UNION. INFORMATION PROVIDED BY 
THE COUNCIL SHALL ALSO INCLUDE DATA ON FOREIGN EXCHANGE 
AND CUSTOMS REGULATIONS, LEGISLATION GOVERNING THE PRO-
